JAPAN. 
YOKOHAMA. 
Dates extend to the 12th Nov. The P.and O, mail of Sept. 1 
arrived out on 9th Nov. The following items of news are from 
the Japan Mail :— 


It is with feelings of no ordinary grief that we have to an- 
nounce the death of Edmund Morel, Esq., Engineer-in-Chief of 
the Imperial Railways, which took place on the 5th Nov. Mr. 
Morel has for some months been in declining health, a constitu- 
tional weakness of the lungs having taken the form of rapid con- 
sumption, which was the cause of death. The death of his wife 
occurred some twelve hours after. : 

The newly appointed Minister of Education, in order to effect 
a thorough reform in all the departments of the Monbu Nankoo 
(formerly Kaiscijo) and in the Monbu-Tookoo (the Hospital 
Medical College), has partially and temporarily suspen 
operations in these two institutions. The vacation may 
about a fortnight, during which time new officers will 
appointed, students examined for admission or re-admission, 
new rules and regulations made and put into force, and other 
useful changes accomplished. The object his Excellency has in 
view is the establishment of these institutions on a sound Euro- 
pean basis; the immediate consequence will be the reduction of 
the number of students of the English, French, and German de- 
partments, which numbered about 1,100, to nearly one-half, say 
500; and the general result, concentration of effort and greater 
efficiency. Subordinate preparatory schools are to be established 
outside of Nankoo, but under the same general department. In 
the staff of forcign teachers no immediate changes take place, 
though it is intended eventually to employ none but professional 
teachers. ‘The Minister’s orders were issued on the 6th inst. 

A Deliberative Council has been established under that of the 
Sanji, and of this Goto Shojiro has been appointed the President, 
Ito succeeding Goto at the Board of Public Works. 

Lieutenant Brinkley, R.A. has received from the Japanese 
Government the appointment of Gunnery Instructor. 

Mr. de Long arrived in Yokohama on the Gth inst. He reached

TEN DAYS’ LATER ADVICES VIA SAN FRANCISCO. 

The Pacific Mail steamer Great Republic arrived at San Fran- 
cisco on the 17th ult., with advices from Yokohama to the 23rd 
Nov. The steamer brought the following passengers for New 
York: Capt. Phillippens, T.G@. Lusan, C. McKean, G. D. Hammill 
and child, E. F. Young, H. G. Elpoke, Dr. J. P. Patterson, and 
three Japanese students ; for Europe: G. Axity, and F. A, Cape. 
She also brought 12,705 packages of tea, and 261 packages of 
silk for New York, 1,811 packages of tea for Boston, 45 packages 
of silk for Hartford, 2,071 packages of tea for Chicago, and 25 
packages of tea for St. Louis. The following is the summary of 
the news as telegraphed to New York :— 


Advices from Yedo, received just as the steamer sailed, state 
that an Embassy, which will sail from Yokohama on Nov. 24, 
will be the most important that has ever left an Oriental nation 
for America or Europe. It is sent out by order of the Japanese 
Parliament and the Mikado, that the ruling classes may study 
for themselves Western civilisation, and not depend upon the 
reports of inferiors, as hitherto. Its head will be Jawkura, late 
Minister of Foreign Affairs ; the new Prime Minister of Japan 
assisted by Kido, Chief of the Emperor’s Privy Council, who, 
with the Chief Minister of Public Works, the Chief Minister of 
Finance, and the Vice Minister of Foreign Affairs, compose the 
Embassy proper. They will be accompanied by eight secretaries, 
twenty-one officers of high rank, and twenty-one young noblemen 
travelling for information. They will proceed to Washington 
overland, visit the principal cities of America, thence to Europe 
and round the world. United States Minister De Long accom- 
panies them to Washington. Charles Walcott Brooks, Japanese 
Consul at San Francisco, has been directed to accompany them 
around the world. All the officers will retain their positions 
while absent from the empire. 

A fire at Hakodadi destroyed nearly the whole town, and pro- 
perty valued at over $500,000. Several officers of the frigate 
Colvrado were presented to the Mikado. Orders have been issued 
by the War Department to the former Daimios to transfer all 
arms and munitions of war to the Government. United States 
Minister, De Long, returns home by the next steamer, to confer 
about the revision of the treaties. Moyena, the Mikado’s Envoy 
to Hawaii, has, on his return, received an appointment of Col- 
lector of the port. The exports of tea are 1,000,000 pound in 
excess of last season, with a brisk demand. Silk is firm. Another 
embassy has been sent to Korea by the Mikado. The Japanese 
are discarding their dress for foreign styles.

CHINA.

TIENTSIN. 
The correspondent of the Vorth China Herald, dating 7th and 
8th Nov., writes :— 


We have not seen any of the regular line steamers from Shang- 
hai at the Settlement Wharf since the Shantuny left on the 30th 
Oct., owing to there being, these last seven days, insufficient water 
on the Taku bar. Besides the shallowness of the Lar, several of 
the reaches in the Peciho have, during the last three months, 
become very much silted up, which even now, with the present 
high waters, interferes disadvantageously with the steamer navi- 
gation, Should the force of the down water during the winter 
not make the fairway in the river deeper, artificial means will 
have io be adopted next year ty do so. 

Several foreign passengers going by the Sin Nunzing leave 
here this morning in the tug-boat Pathfinder, acting at present 
asa lighter. The Chinese passengers for the same steamer left 
here last night in junks for the outer anchorage, after having 
waited for fully a week, expecting to get on board at Tientsin. 
Seeing these people would have to sit all night in the cold on 
the decks of the junks, they will naturally take an interest in 
the dredyinz of the bar and the deepening of the river, s> that 


steamers can come up. 

Business in impor a a deplorable condition, and large 
quantitics of manufactuP@ and other imports are now stored in 
Chinese and foreign godowns, owing to the absence of a demand 
at paying rates. ‘This year will not close satisfactorily for the 
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Ohinese traders in consequence of the stagnant state of trade for 
some time back, which cannot recover before the routes inland are 
closed by ice. We can only hope for better times. 

The accounts which the Tientsin people give us of the quanti- 
ties of rice, little rice, maize, wheat, and peas which were brought 
here by the authorities during the last three months, from 
Honan, West Shantung, and the west of this province, to feed 
the destitute population, are so very conflicting that I dare not as 
yet venture on a statement regarding them, so I must leave this 
subject for a future letter. The farmers were busy in their fields, 
and in many places the next year’s crops were appearing above 


ground, a circumstance particularly noticeable in the case of : 
wheat, {which was two or three inches long, showing that the - 


rains here at least, or the floods, if any, were not so serious ag 
to retard cultivation. The case, however, is quite different 
round Tientsin, where, as far as the eye can reach, the whole 
country is covered with water, with the exception of some 
elevated patches here and there. The water still continues 
to pour into the suburbs of the city, through the breach in 
the embankment a little above the Custom-house. The natives 
are now making some efforts to patch up this breach, but their 
progress is slow, and their immediate success doubtful. In the 
meantime the water thus rushing in keeps up the flood on the 
country round, and inside the city itself. Here it has undermined 
and destroyed large portions of the old wall. The starving people 
are already beginning to sell their children ; I myself saw a child 
three days backs, which a Cantonese had bought for five dollars 
from a starving family. 

Yesterday and all last night we had the wind from the east 
which raised the water on the bar at Taku, and enabled several 
steamers to cross and come up the river. This evening the 
Szechuen arrived at the Settlement Wharf, and four more steamers 
are in sight ; in fact by noon to-morrow we expect to see eight 
merchant steamers off this place, busily engaged discharging their 
cangoes: 

is Excellency Chevalier H. Calicé, the Austrian Minister, has 
arrived here from Peking, where he has been exchanging the 
ratified Austrian treaty. He leaves here in the Szechwen, Captain 
Patterson. Baron Hubener, formerly Austrian Minister at Paris, 
has also arrived here from Peking, where he has been for pleasure 
and information. He has gone down to Takoo in the French 
gunboat Scorpion, to go on board the Sin Neunzing, clearing for 
Shanghai. 


SHANGHAI. 
Our advices extend tothe 16th Nov.; the French mail with 
London dates to the 29th Sept. arrived out Nov. 15. The follow- 
ing is from the Vorth China Herald :— 


The week has been very quict, no incidents of importance oc- 
curring. The money market has been extremely tight, and still 
continues dear, extravagant rates being paid for interest from day 
today. The Chinese have so drained the coffers of merchants and 
the treasuries of banks that there does not remain enough to 
make ordinary business possible. Dollars have been pled, 
against silver taels at interest of 1 per mil per diem; and other 
rates being given, according to the different kinds of security and 
the exigencies of the borrower, we have heard stated at two, 
three, four, five, and even ten taels per mil for the same brief 
space of time. The immediate cause of the drain is said 
to be the action of the Salt Commission in connection with 
the monopoly of that article for the year. The right to 
deal in it has usually been conceded to private tenderers, but this 
year the opportunity of making offers has been thrown open to 
the whole community by a system of lottery, eighty successful 
drawers in which receive licences at Tls. 3,000 each. As the 
business is a very profitable one, yielding some 30 to 35 per cent. 
on the investment, there are many desirous of tendering. In 
doing so, security money has to be deposited, and the number of 
offerers necessitates perhaps a couple of miilion taels being held 
in hand, instead of a couple of hundred thousand. Consequently, 
when this business is finished, i.e. in about a fortnight, money 
will be easier. A large proportion of the abundant capital held 
by the banks during the spring and summer has found supler= 
ment elsewhere. The present high rate for money suspends busi- 
ness operations. 

We had thought that ere this Shanghai had heard the last of 
cow pradore defalcations, but one more case has come out, though 
the amount is not heavy. The compradore of the Comptoir d’Es- 
compte has, we understand, admitted a false balance of his 
account and the misapplication of a portion of the bank’s sycee. 
The statement of the balance, agrecing as it did with the com- 
pradore’s stock of sycee, was accepted by successive auditors ag 
correct, and it was not till during the present run on the article 
that the amount in default was found to be represented by spu- 
rious sycee, silvered over and stamped so as to appear genuine. 

‘Tseng-kwo-fan, Viceroy of the province, is expected in Shanghai 
shortly, and, it is said, is to make some inquiry about telegraphys 


and kindred foreign inventions, with a view to thcir adoption av . 


Jast in China. We hear that another liberal project which is to 
receive his attention is that of selecting a number of Chinese 
youths for education abroad. ‘This scheme has been mooted for 
some time, and has even received Impcrial sanction, but the ar- 
rangements are being made with characteristic procrastination. 
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The intention is, we believe, to get together about thirty youths, 
and put them under the charge of a Chinaman qualified for the 
important task by his attainments in foreign knowledge, and also 
of a staff of native instructors. Under these the pupils will pass 
a probation of about six months in Shanghai, it is said, with a view 
to test their capabilities, when the more likely will bo chosen for 
the ultimate purpose of foreign education. These will then proceed 
to America and enter upon a course of study of several years’ dura- 
tion to enable them to acquire that scientific and general knowledge, 
the practical results of which China wants so much. The youths, 
who are to be of good family, will have all their expenses de- 
frayed by the Imperial Government, and the matter of finances 
will, it is believed, be settled by Tseng-kwo-fan. It is expected 
that candidates will offer themselves mostly from the Canton dis- 
trict, where the enterprise and aptitude of the natives render 
them willing and likely subjects for such a scheme. We hear 
that the directors of the scheme have been endeavouring, but 
hitherto unsuccessfully, to find accommodation in Shanghai for 
the candidates during the pecbetcney period they must undergo. 

The last homeward English mail carried away an unusual num- 
ber of residents, some of whom have been prominent alike in their 
professional and social positions here. Among others, Dr. Sibbald, 
one of the oldest medical practitioners, who dates his Shanghai 
life from 1852 ; Mr. Jellicoe, the well-known and courteous agent 
of the P. and O. Company ; Mr. Robinson, the loss of whose legal 
talents will be felt in our law courts, and several gentlemen con- 
nected with commercial interests, the departure of each and all 
of whom, we are sure, will be felt as a loss by the community. 

The Amateur Dramatic Corps held a meeting, at which Messrs. 
Fearon, Little, Bayne, Cance, Murray and Pearson were elected a 
committee for the season. 

Extracts from the Pcking Gazettes show that the Chinese Go- 
vernment has once more taken exception to the cultivation of 
opium in the province of Szechuen. 

On Thursday morning, about half-past ten o’clock, an alarm of

of himself, acknowledge in the warmest terms the kindness shown 
them by Captain Beard and others on board the Bore://:. 

From Chinkeang we hear that the steamer Vorne iad Ieft for 
Canton with rice ; the steamer Acantha was loading and about to 
start, and the Shaftesbury was also loading. The ‘Taotai was be- 
coming alarmed at the drain occasioned by so many cargoes of 
rice being taken away, and it was reported likely that he would 
forbid further export. 


HONG KONG. 

The present mail brings dates to the 22nd Nov.; the P. and O. 
mail of the 6th Oct. reached this port Noy. 19. The following 
summary is from the China Mail and Daily Press :— 

“The Kum-shune-tai v. H.M.S. Ocean.”—In this running-down 

action, brought against the Ocean by the owners of a junk, Mr. 
Tlayllar, for the defendants, contended that the “rule of the 
road ” should be “ governed by the principles of common sense.” 
The sccond point of his argument was that the burden of proof 
lay with the junk. The next was on the conflict of evidence, 
and he asked the Court to presume that the junk did attempt 
to cross the bows of the Ocean. Great stress was laid by the 
junk people on the fact that they had no wind at all; but how 
could they account for the fact that they had made fifty-two to 
fifty-six miles in seven hours? for from the place they started 
to the place of the collision there was that distance. 
Against this evidence, the witnesses of the Ocean were 
positive that there was wind to allow the junk tv come 
up to two or three points. The probability was that there 
was no look-out on board the junk, and she became con- 
fused when she found that she had come too near to the Ocean. 
The Acting Advocate-General said his learned friend had stated 
that easing the engines had saved the lives of the junk people ; 
his case was, if extra caution had been used, the junk and cargo 
might have been saved too. At the conclusion of the evidence 
the Court was adjourned, and the Chief Justice was to have given 
Judgment on the following day, but he was unable to do so, owing 
to a serious attack of illness, which would, it was feared, prevent 
his sitting in the court for several days. The sessions which 
stood adjourned to the same day were, in consequence, further 
postponed. : 
The steamer Manila, late Lancefield, is shortly to proceed home 
under sail via the Cape, to be fitted with new engines on the 
compeue principle, and to return via the Suez Canal. Her old 
machinery and boilers have been sold on the spot. It is said that 
her hull is in excellent order, so that when the alterations are 
completed she will make a first-rate vessel. : 

The Rev. Dr. Legge has intimated that he would commence a

Mr. Drummond, a barrister, who has lately arrived here from 
Melbourne, was admitted on Saturday to practise at the bar of 
the Hong Kong Supreme Court. Mr. Hayllar, in moving his 
admission, apologised for not being robed, as he had supposed the 
Acting Attorney-General would have been present to make the 
motion. It may be supposed now, since Mr. Ball's reason for ac- 
cepting his present post was “ that each side might be represented 
by counsel,” that he will feel justified in resigning his office under 
Government, which, apart from the difficulty which is now re- 
moved, is of course in every way incompatible with his duties as 
Summary Court Judge. 

There was grand fighting over at Kowloon on Saturday, of 
course only in fun. The hlue-jackets and marines of H.MS8. 
Ocean placed themselves on the defensive against an imaginary 
encmy, and, we conclude, were extremely victorious. To a non- 
professional observer the battle was not very intelligible. The 
ladies and other guests seemed to be the principal objects fired at, 
except when the little army formed itself into several groups and 
fired at everybody and in every direction promiscuously. The 
extraordinary activity of the guns was a matter of great interest. 
There were only two field-pieces, but these were in constant re- 
quisition, rushing about from one hillock to another, doing pro- 
bably a good deal of execution and certainly making a fearful 
noise. It is most likely that the fight was very successful, for 
there was plenty of blank cartridge exploded. 

The China Mail reports the following :— 

Our Hong Kong Communicator gives us the following particu- 
lars of the shipwrecked men of the Yangtze :—Ten of the ship. 
wrecked crew of the Fanytze (lost on the North Paracels) arrived 
in Canton, overland, on the afternoon of Sunday last, having lost 
their all except the clothing in which they stood. No sooner 
were they sent to the British Consulate than Mr. Consul Hughes 
sent round a circular to the community, requesting their kind 
assistance in the way of wearing apparel and pocket-money for 
the unfortunate mariners, who were thirty-five days in travelling 
overland. When they found themselves once more safe on 
terru firma they had the good fortune of mecting with a China- 


| man who knew a little of pidgin English, and who, like a good 
; Samaritan, accompanied the shipwrecked sailors all through 


to Canton. Being thus relieved of the chief difficulty of mak- 
ing themselves understood to the native authoities, their 
wants for keeping their bodies and souls together were provided 
for by the mandarins of the district as they passed through. The 
natives of the place, however, where they disembarked from their 
long-boats, being struck with the curiosity of chronometer and 
such articles, relieved the mariners of the trouble of being 
encumbered with them during their long overland journey. The 
captain, the carpenter, and four of the crew are stated to have 
perished by the swamping of the boat in which they were, and in 
which were also four of the ten survivors, who have thus escaped 
a watery grave. The shipwrecked mariners came down in the

Some time about September last year the North-German three- 
masted schooner Jda was wrecked in some inhospitable region on 
the shores of the sea of Ohkutsk. The crew, numbering ten, 
made their wayfto some Russianfsettlement in the vicinity, but from 
thence they could get no means of transport, and were forced to 
remain there till some time this summer, when some errant trading 
vessel, calling at their Siberian Patmos, conveyed them to Hako- 
date, when the trim little schooner Sea Bird, of this port, brought 
them on to Shanghai. 

HOW THE WORD “ BYE-LAWS” IS SPELLED IN HONG KONG. 

The Acting Colonial Treasurer asked by what rule the word 
“ by-laws” was spelt with an “e:” he had never seen it spelt so. 

he Acting Attorney-General was sure the hon. member had 
not seen it spelt any other way. Other members took up this 
most interesting point. Mr. Ryrie asked how the word was spelt 
as applied to cricket. The Colonial Secretary went out and re- 
turned with a ponderous “ Webster,’ from which the Acting Co- 
lonial Treasurer’s opinion was confirmed. The Ordinance, how- 
ever, was not amended in this particular; and the Acting Oo- 
lonial Treasurer admitted that though it was an interesting 
discussion, it had no great bearing on the Pier Company’s interest. 
The Chief Justice, who spoke of the matter as an interesting 
phvolesics discussion, remarked that the authority was not 

eyond discussion. 

The Chief Justice was under the impression that the scale of 
charges should be approved by the Governor in Council, as well 
as the bye-laws. It was so in England, and though he knew 
little or nothing of commercial matiers, he threw out the sug- 
gestion. os 

The Ordinance was then passed, and numbered 11 of 18 


SUMMARY JURISDICTION AMENDMENT. 
This Bill having been read a second time, a slight skirmish of 
@ good-natured kind took place between the Chief Justice and 
the Acting Attorney-General, as to the authorship of the old 
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Summary Jurisdiction ordinance. The result appeared’to be that 
this law had no known author, though it had been drawn up for 
the convenience of Chief Justice Adams; his present lordship 
certainly did not wish to have the credit of it. 

After some further poceedings of similar character, but per- 
haps not of such absorbing public interest, the Council adjourned 
till further notice. 


IMPORTANT SITTING OF THE LEGISLATIVE COUNCIL, 
F The Legislative Council met on Nov. 6th, when the Chief Jus- 
tice said that before the Council proceeded with the usual busi- 
ness of the day he wished to ask leave toread a statement with 
reference to himself. This being assented to, he proceeded to 
read the following paper :— 

“ At the last sitting of this Council T expressed an opinion that 
as Chief Justice I was not bound to vote according as the Go- 
vernor should require me to do. On the 2nd I received a letter 
from the Colonial Secretary, transmitting to me by direction of 
the Lieut.-Governor, for my information and guidance, an extract 
from the Secretary of State’s circular despatch of the 17th of 
August, 1868, intended doubtless for the regulation of all Crown 
Colonies. From that extract I read a short extract in reference 
to members of the Legislative Council in virtue of their offices 
and ‘who cannot be deprived of their seats otherwise than by 
depriving them of their offices, (of whom I presume ‘the Execu- 
tive Government of this colony holds me to be one). The rule is ex- 
press that ‘they may if necessary be ue to support the Crown 
in the Legislature according to such directions as may be given 
to them by the Governor or Lieutenant Governor as the represen- 
tative of the Crown.’ There is a provision for excusing such 
officers from taking part, in case of conscientious scruples, on 
questions of religion or of high moral import. Although the 
regulation contains a reason which appears to me not to render 
the rule applicable to the Chief Justice, for he is not ‘ part and 
lot of the Executive,’ yet it is not for me, but for the Governor, to 
decide asto that. I have to thank his Excellency#for directing 
the extract to be sent to me, and to express my surprise that, al- 
-though I have ever since 1866, as Chief Justice, when I thought 
it necessary, voted against the Government, I should not until 
the 2nd inst. have had the slightest idea that there was any 
written law on the subject. I spoke and voted against im portant 
measures proposed by Sir. R. MacDonnell, and when addressing 
his Excellency on his leaving for England I ‘emphatically asserted 











my rig! ¢ to oppose his measures, and my address passed without 
remark, and was by command inserted in the Government 
Gazette.” 


T have ever since believed that, subject only to the additional 
bond of dutiful loyalty to Government, which every right-minded 
official ought to understand, I was as free in this Council as any 
non-official member. When I thought it right to ask for a legis- 
lative inquiry as to the police, I wrote to the Colonial Secretary a 
statement of my intention to move a postponement of the vote 
for the police until after such inquiry. In answer, the Colonial 
Secretary informed me that I was required to vote for the supplies. 
I then thought he wrote withdut authority ; I now admit that the 
requisition was authorised. Things so happened that the vote for the 

olice passed without a division, but I spoke and voted against one 
item of the supplies, that of $5,000 for the chancel. My right to so 
vote was unquestioned, but I now admit that the vote ought not 
to have been given by me, against the pledge given by the Go- 
vernor as to that sum, if I had then known of the regulation. The 
regulation was, I believe, new in 1868. Chief Justice Adams 
conducted himself for nearly six years in the Council as if he was 
bound by no such regulation, but nothing is ever gained by deny- 
ing or explaining away a fixed rule such as that of 1868, and I 
shall not attempt to do so. I feel it is binding until actually 
repealed. 

The Colonial Secretary observed that the rules referred to by 
the hon. Chief Justice had been in force to his knowledge for the 
last thirty years ; they had been amendedjby the Circular of 1868, 
but were to the same effect, 

The Chief Justice said that he only felt that he had been 
acting under an entire misapprehension of his duties as a mem- 
ber of Council. 

THE PIER AND GODOWN COMPANY. 

The report of the select committee on the Pier and Godown 
Company was then laid on the table. It expressed the opinion 
that the erection of the proposed pier would be of great advan- 
tage to the colony, and that it should be supported. 

a THE 10883 OF THE “ CORYPHEUS.” 

The British hee Corypheus left Foochow July 12th. August 
23rd, after much bad weather, ship making course by compass, 
distance averaging about four miles an hour, second officer 
reported breakers ahead. The captain immediately proceeded on 
deck and called all hands to wear ship, himself being at the 
wheel. All efforts to save the ship were, however useless. At 
7 a.m the ship buried in the reef, with her back broken and main. 
mast gone through the bottom. Got out the second boat with 
great risk, dividing the crew between the two boats. At 
7.30 a.m. the chief officer took charge of the jolly-boat by the 
captain’s request, with four hands in her, in order to pull 
to leeward of the island, the gig to remain to windward, but 
through some misunderstanding the gig alao pulled around the : 
leeward part of the island. Some natives were found and were | 
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very kind. The captain, with the mate, steward, and three sea- 
men, went on board at great risk, as the breakers were running 
very high, and sent on shore some small sails and spars, in order 
to make a tent. No bread could be landed without its gettin 
spoiled. By 4 p.m. got on shore all safe, and pitched tent, whic 
afforded but little comfort, though the natives were very kind. On 
the 25th at 11 a.m. the gig arrived, the crew quite worn out, 
having had nothing te eat since they left the ship. 

“We remained on the island eleven days, and found it was 
Ailu, in lat. 10.20 N., lon. 170.10 E. In the meantime we got 
boats ready for sea, and on the 30th Sept. left for Australia, steer- 
ing 8. Our boat parted company with the captain’s on the 9th, 
and we experienced very boisterous weather 4 to the Equator, 
which we crossed on the 23rd, in lon. 167.30 E. From that time 
to the 26th we had fine weather, when it'again became boisterous 
and squally, lasting so up to the lst of Oct., on which date we 
sighted aship bearing N.W. We immediately bore down towards 
her, our ensign flying down, and at 7.30 got alongside, and found 
her to be the ship Borealis, from London. We were received on 
board with great kindness. During the twenty-eight days we 
passed in the boat we were limited to three -biscuits and a pint 
and a-half of water man each per diem.”

SAIGON.

We learn from the Courrier that complete tranquillity prevails 
in the colony, the goodwill of the natives increases, and, in many 
branches of commerce the production has been doubled in the 
course of the past year. The province of Sadec is especially pros- 

ering. 
r At Hatien the floods have risen to the uncommon height of 
three metres. In consequence of this circumstance numbers of 
wild animals—elephants, tigers, &c.—had been compelled to take 
refuge from the swamps in the higher ground, to the terror of the 
villagers. 

A small steamer, owned by some Siamese in Bangkok, has been 
through Hatien with merchandise for Puompenh. The success 
which has attended the first voyage of this vessel, and the short 
time occupied by it, afford great promise of increased trade be- 
tween Cochin-China and Siam. 

Generally speaking, the prospects of the rice harvest are good, 
and much activity prevails in the erection of public buildings. 
A market-place has been commenced at Travinh. The church at 
Vinh-long is completed. The works in the fort of Hatien are 
rapidly advancing. 

A Chinese theatre was opened at Cau-ong-laugh every evening 
—a sign of increasing confidence and sympathy between the 
Annamese and their “ country-cousins.”

IMPORTS. 


YoKOHAMA.—Business in Woollens had been very limited, and only 
a few transactions in Alpacas, Mousselines, and Cloth at former prices 
had transpired. Black Lastings remained saleable at $12 to 12.50; 
Scarlet Camlets at $19.50 to 20, The demand for Blankets had sub- 
sided. Cottons were very dull, but prices had not undergone any ma- 
terial change. Grey Shirtings: 7 lbs., $2.20 to 2.213; 8 Ibs., $2.50 to 
2.524 ; 9 Ibs., $2.80 to 2.823. Black Velvets, $9.50 to 9.75. Cotton 
Yarns, 16 to 24, $37°50 to $38.25; 28 to 32, $43 to 44. 

SHANGHAI.—At the time of the present mail’s departare an import 
market did not exist, no sales had been effected, quotations there were 
none, the whole concern having been salted, z.e., for the privilege of 
dealing in salt the mandarins had adopted a system of lottery—there 
were about eighty prizes, but all who go in must take Tls. 3,000 or 
thereabout of hard syceo, to deposit before he can go in for a chance. 
The profit on the licence to deal in salt is something very considerable ; 
it is said that each ticket drawn is immediately saleable for about Tis. 
8,000 to 10,000. So that whilst only about a quarter of a million taels 
is absolutely required, speculators desirous to try for a chance have 
sent up some three million taels, and hence for the time the place was 
quite bare of sycce and the most exorbitant interest was being paid 
from day to day on loans for short periods. This state of things cannot 
last long, but in the meantime there were no transactions in textile fa- 
brics, and consequently quotations are entirely nominal,

YOKOHAMA.—Market without change. 
SHANGHAI.—Black: Market fairly active, considering that there 
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was but a small stock on offer, A line of common Hohows had been 
taken at Tle. 15 to 18, presumably for the Continent, and there had 
been a good demand for all teas above common. Stock small, and 
season nearly at an end. Settlements, 8,000 chests ; stock, 9,500 chests. 
Green: The extreme tightness of the money market had induced tea- 
men to ask lower prices, The market was generally quoted easier, but 
there was little business doing. The arrivals had been trifling. Further 
supplies of Pingsueys had come forward, for which high prices were 
asked. 

Foocrow.—There had been an active demand for all descriptions of 
Congou and Souchong at an advance on previous quotations ; other 
kinds had been comparatively neglected. In Congou operations had 
becn on a large scale, and all classes, with the exception of dust and 
siftings, showed ‘an' advance of from Tis. 1 to1} per picul. Settle- 
ments 23,787 chests at Tls. 34 to 24. Arrivals 6,300 chests. Souchong : 
Settlements for the week amounted to 2,417 chests at Tls. 12} to 32, 
prices having advanced from Tis. 1 to 14. Arrivals nil. 

SILK. 


YoxoHaMA.—There had been but small business, owing to holders 
being disinclined to reduce prices. Mybash and Sinchu realised $750 
to 760 for best, and $680 to 700 for medium inferior. Oshu, extra, was 
worth $780 to 820. 

SHANGHAI.—The market was quite paralysed, owing to the high 
ruling rate of exchange. Native interest was also very high, and the 
reduction they were willing to make on their silks was not nearly equi- 
valent to the rate of exchange. No quotations. Stock, 4,500 bales.

The quietude usually apparent in the market for imported produce 
at the present season has been observable during the past week, and 
very little business has been done. 

The Tza market has been unusually quiet, even for the time of 
year. The paucity of arrivals having left us barely supplied with 
useful kinds of Congou, there has been no inducement for buyers to 
add to their stocks ; and this, coupled with the usual Christmas holi- 
days, has curtailed business to such an extent as to leave little subject 
of remark under the different heads, prices showing little, if any, 
change. During the last few days there have been several arrivals, 
and with a better assortment on offer we may expect to see & fair 
business done at full prices after the holidays. 
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There is no change in the S11x market, which keeps exceedingly 
firm, with more business doing than usual at this period ; full rates 
are paid for good Tsatlees and Cantons, and the general tendency is 
towards stiffer ratesfor silk. Deliveries are still very satisfactory, the 
total from 1st to 27th inst. showing the following figures :—

MARINE INSURANCE. 
MORRISON ¥. THE UNIVERSAL MARINE INSURANCE COMPANY, 

The case—tried at Liverpool on the 22nd inst., before Mr. Justice 
Blackburn and a special jury—was a new action to try whither the 
plaintiff was entitled to recover £500 on a policy of insurance effected 
upon the chartered freight of a vessel called the Cambria, of which Mr. 
Morrison was the owner. The matter was tried before Chicf Baron 
Kelly last summer, and reported in our issue of le&th August, but no 
verdict was arrived at, as the jury could not ayrec. 

The following are the facts of the case :—The plaintiff had carricd 
on busincss at Union-court, Liverpool, for a great number of years, 
under the name of Morrison and Co. He wa the owner of a vessel 
called the Cambria, which sailed in May, 1870, on a voyaye from 
Cardiff to Bahia with coals. She reached Bahia on the 9th of July and 
left on the 18th of August, bound for the South-west Passage, one of 
tho mouths of the Mississippi, for orders, On the Oth September a 
charter party was entered into between the plaintiff and Messrs. 
M‘Mahon and Co., of Galveston, by which it was agreed that the 
Cambria, which was classe't A} at the American Lloyd's, shewld, with 
all convenient speed, procced to the South-west Passage fur charterers’ 
orders (which were to be given within twenty-four jours), sail thence 
to Galveston, Texas, New Orleans, or Mobile, or so near as she could, 
and there to load a full cargo of cotton in compressed bales, and go on 
to Liverpool, or as near thereto as she could safely get. The freight 
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psyable in respect of that was £5,000. The ship arrived at the South- | 
west Passage on the 3rd October, and having received orders proceeded ; 
for Galveston on the 4th. Onthe 18th August, when the vessel left 
Bahia, the Captain, J. Owens, wrote home informing the plaintiff that 
all was well. Nothing more was heard of her for some time, and as 
she had not becn spoken with up to the 8th of October, the plaintift 
became very uneasy, as he had neither insured the vessel, which 
was worth £5,000, nor the chartered freight. Accordingly on that day 
be wrote to Messrs. Previté and Greig, brokers, 3, Newman’s-court, 
Cornhill, London, as follows :—‘* Please insure the Cambria; £5,000 on 
ship, valued thereat, home to Liverpool with cotton; and £5,000 on | 
chartered freight, valued thereat. She sailed from Bahia in ballast on 
“the 18th August, and I have not seen her spoken since, 8» I am a little 
uneasy. Do it on the best terms you can, as I don’t like to run any 
more risk. I suppose you will have to pay something like ten guineas 
per cent.” After despatching that letter he closed his office and went 
home to his residence at Liscard. While seated with his family, one of 
his sons drew his attention to a paragraph in one of the Liverpool news- 
papers, to the following effect:—“ Cambria (2 Callao), from New 
Orleans, aground North Breaker,” which is near Galveston. On the fol- 
lowing Monday the same paper announced “that the vessel reported 
yesterday on the North Breaker as the Cambria, is stated to be the 
Cameo, from New Orleans.” The plaintiff very early on Monday morn- 
ing telegraphed those facts to the brokers, and asked them if they could 
find out any more definite news at Lloyd’s. Tho reply he received was 
that the vessel appeared to be the Cameo, and not the Cambria. 
Plaintiff telegraphed back that although the news he hal received was 
a great relief, he had been so frightened that he wished insurance to be 
done on the best terms. In one of his messages he desired that the matter 
should be closed immediately, ‘‘as any minute might briny a cable mes- 
sage.” On Oct. 11 Messrs. Prévite and Greig wrote as follows :—‘‘ We 
have now insured on chartered freight, per Cambria, upon a voyage 
named by you a; follows: £3,150 at six guineas per cent., and £500 at 
eight guineas per cent. on a cotton cargo to Liverpool.” It was the latter 
insurance which was disputed. The following day Mr. Morrison tele- 
graphed to his brokers, “ Finish the insurance; will evon give ten 
guineas.” They replied, “Have done £500 more on freight at eight 
guineas per cent, Fearcan’t do more. Underwriters afraid of hurricane 
17th und 18th September, which this vessel might have encountered.’ 
The Cumbria sailed for Galveston on the 4th of October, and all went 
well until the Gth, when it seemed that the master, not having calculated | 
the strength of the current, drifted a considerable distance out of his 

course, and ran his vessel on to the North Breaker, naking her a total 

wreck. The master went on shore at Galveston, and saw the American 

Lloyd’s agent, who telegraphed the accident to the ugent at New York. 

He also sent a cuble measage from Gulveston, the same evening, to 

*€Charles Morrison and Company, Castle-street, Liverpool,” as fol- 

lows :— Ship Cambria ashore near here; full of water; lost.’ Ac- 

cording to the Post-office authorities, that telegram, which was addressed 

to “ Charles Morrison and Company, Liverpool”—the words *‘ Castle- | 
street,” being omitted—arrived there on the 7th October ; but Mr. 








Morrison denicd ever having received it. 

The Jury retired to consider their verdict, and after an nbsence of an 
hour and three-quarters, returned into court and said they could not 
agrce. They were sent back, and aftcr a further ab<ence of about two 
hours, they returned with answers to questions which his Lordship had 
put to them, the effect being a verdict for the defendants, aud an exone- 
ration of the plaintiff from any imputation of fraud.

The Cornhill for January contains an amusing paper on “ Quaint 
Customs in Kwei Chow”’—that strange oatlying tract of highland ter- 
ritory which runs through the Southern centre of the Chinese Empire 
and yet is virtually independent of it.

(Thomas Fuller) is scholarly and 
genial; the “ Story of the Plebiscite’’ is valuable at the preecnt mo- 
ment; and ‘ Lord Kilgobbin” is spjritedly continued, though we must 
confess we ure vetting rather desirous for it to end. 


The Music Lesson of Confucius, and Other Poems. By Charles 
Godfrey Leland. London: ‘Trubner and Co,—Few humourists have 
sprung suddenly into such csteem and popularity as “ Hans Breit- 
mann,” the author of the well-known ballads. The drollery of these 
verses wus at once recognised us being a8 remarkable as their surcastic 
truthfulness and applicability. But few of the readers who have laughed 
over the first I:ttle volume of the new author would have been likely to 
suspect that under the mask of raillery he concealed a true poetic 
temperament, fine feeling, and great culture.

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THE LOSHAI EXPEDITION. 
The Loshai expedition, says the Globe, promolees for some time to 
come to be a subject of interest. Nearly fifty years ago the King of 


' Ava, having pushed some of his troops into the Company's territories 


in the direction of Cachar and Arracan, attacked an island on the 
Arracan coast, and put to death some of the small guard stationed 
there, When asked to explain the King threatened to invade Bengal ; 
and go, in May, 1824, began the first Burmese war, which ended in 
the beginning of 1826 = the Burmese losing Munnipoor, Assam, 
Arracan, the Martaban coast, and their having to pay us a million 
sterling towards the expenses of one of the most costly wars on record. 
So began our first acquaintance with the Golden Foot, which even- 
tually added Pegu, a province larger than Belgium, to our Eastern 
possessions. Since then, led on by the force of circumstances to 
punish the lawless or refractory tribes beyond the countries on the 
north-eastern frontier of Bengal, our expeditions appear to be leading 
us to the extreme east, amongst varieties of strange people. The first 
Burmese war gave quite aew features to our study of Asiatic character ; 
the second, immediately after the capture of Rangoon in 1852—styled 
by The Times of the day “a brilliant feat of arms’—made us acquainte 
with many pectliar races ; and now the present Loshai expedition bi 
fair, not only to make the Calcutta merchants better acquainted with 
south-western China, if not by a land route, by the Irrawaddy from 
Bhamo to the new and rising Liverpool of Chin-India, Rangoon, bat 
to introduce us to interesting tribes belonging to regions where the 
civilising and enlightening influence of the daring and inquiring tra- 
veller has yet to be cast. We trust that, while entering new fields, 
the Loshai campaign may do something towards breaking the exclusive 
epell of Western China ; but before this can be done we must be pre- 
pared to encounter the passions and prejudices of many tribes around 
the former Burman Empire. § 


THE MONT CENIS TUNNEL. 

Several correspondents have forwarded us their experiences of the 
tranait through the Mont Cenis Tunnel, and we are glad to atate that 
in cach case the report is of a favourable character. One letter—in 
this instance from a lady—says:—" After the cruel severity of my 
journey through France, during which I was, despite all precautions, 
well-nigh stupeficd with cold, the atmosphere of the Tunnel was 
delightfully warm, and I only wished it was tunnel all the way. 
There was no offensive smell, no difficulty in breathing: the passagé 
was well lighted, and quite as unalarming in appearance as the Me- 
tropolitan Railway in London—indeed, infinitely less disagrecable 
to the olfactory sense.” Another correspondent also speaks well of 
the route, and eays:—“ The transit occupies exactly thirty minutes, 
there is no objectionable gas, and the air is pleasantly warm. As a 
matter of course, in summer the Tunnel will be pleasantly cool.” 





Proposep’ Breakwater AND Docks at CotomBo.—The Scotsman, 
writing on this subject, which has been fully discussed in our columns, 
says:—We have now the report of Mr. Townshend, the super- 
intendent of the great Plymouth Breakwater, employed purposely by 
the Ceylon Government, as to the feasibility of a firat-class breakwater 
there. The entire trade of the island, amounting to ten millions ster- 
ling annually, has its seat at Colombo, and thirty or forty large India- 
men are often riding in the ’roadstead, taking in their cargoes of coffee, 
spices, &c. Still it is only an open roadstead ; but the engineer's report 
shows that'for thesum of £700,000 or £800,000 an excellent breakwater, 
with two wet docks covering eixty acres, and affording shelter at all 
times, with every facility for discharging cargo, or coaling, or refitting, 
ean be obtained. A great and growing want would thus be met, and 
the Ceylon Government may be trusted to prosecute the matter with 
energy. Its credit stands high, and the money would, for such a na- 
tional purpose, be at once forthcoming. If to the above is added the 
probability of a navigable channel for large ships being made betwixt 
Ceylon and the mainland, and thus reducing the passage to Calcutta 
and other places in the Bay of Bengal by several days, this country 
will have done something to redeem our supineness in facilitating our 
commerce with India and the East, 

Reiiarous Papers.—We must confess that we are at a loss to un- 
derstand the spirit of the religious press this week. In two of the most 
respectable and influential of this kind of journal—the English Inde- 
pendent and the Weekly Review—~we find religious papers followed by 
panegyrics on whiskey—whiskey general ‘and whiskey particular—the 
manufacture of a firm whose name, lest we should, like our contempo- 
raries, incur the suspicion of puffing it, we forbear to mention. Articles 
of this kind are ccrtainly rather spirituous than spiritual ; and if the 
praise of the “ mutchkin” is to be sounded at all in the columns of our 
sober contemporaries, we would suggest that the saving clause, “ Advt.,” 
should be prefixed to such effusions, lest they should be suspected to 
proceed from the editorial pen, and editorial temperance made liable to 
the imputation of being, like the whiskey, “ above proof.” 

A pepuTaTion from the Municipality of Brindisi has waitéd upon 
the Italian Goverument for the purpoee of recommending various 
measures for the improvement of the port and the town. It seems 
that a company has becn formed which is willing to cons’ ruct ware- 
houses and docks, and which has already deposited a million of lire 
by way of guarantee with the Bank of Naples. The deputation sug- 
geste that the Government should advance to the town, for public 
improvements, two willions of lire, to be repaid without interest in 
oe years. 

.M.S. Princess Charlotte, hospital-ship at Hong Kong, is to be 
replaced by a new veasel. It is probable that one of the wooden three- 
deckers now lying at Portsmouth will be selected for the service, sur- 
veys having been held to determine which is the best ship for the 
purpose. 

The troopship Simoom, Captain Madden, will leave Queenstown 
this day with the 8Uth Regiment for embarkation this week on board 
the troopship Urontes at Portsmouth, for Hong Kong.

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THE SINGAPORE RAILWAY. 

WE regret to learn that the Straits Government has it in 
contemplation to undertake the construction of the Singa- 
pore Railway, and not to allow the capitalists who are 
prepared with funds and estimates, and the merchants whose 
interests are chiefly involved in it, to construct in for them- 
selves, as they are quite prepared to do. This is a step 
in the wrong direction, and we are at a loss to decide whether 
it will prove more injurious to the prestige of the Govern- 
ment, or to the prosperity of the Settlement. It requires 
no extraordinary perception to see that in the proposed 
measure the Government of the Straits is flattering itself 
with the idea that it is but following in the wake of the 
Government of Ceylon. But the Singapore Cabinet must 
be exceedingly prejudiced, or strongly self-willed, if it 
fails to perceive that the two cases have nothing in 
common. It is one thing to strike out a line of 
railway eighty miles long in a flourishing colony 
which owes everything to the judgment and enterprise 
of its Governor, and another for a Government which, 
through a series of failures, has become an object of mistrust, 
to insist on depriving a mercantile community of the oppor- 
tunity of connecting their wharves and warehouses by a 
short line of some five miles which they were the first to 
point out the necessity of. The assumption of the little 
Singapore Railway by the Government can only mean one 
of two things. It is either a pretext for new taxation, on 
the ground of increased expenditure, or it is an excuse for 
giving further contracts in a direction where contracts for 
public works have hitherto been very unsatisfactory. Surely 
the Straits Government cannot shut its eyes to the fact that 
it has long ceased to possess the public confidence as re- 
gards the expenditure of the public money. Surely the 
lamentable fiasco of the Waterworks must have convinced 
that august body that its surveyors are not precisely the 
kind of men to whom the regulation of gradients and 
other engineering necessities can be entrusted with much 
hope of either economy or efficiency—for the water supply, 
notwithstanding the great outlay to obtain it, is still utterly 
insufficient for the requirements of the town? Surely the 
Government's experience of the heavy losses that have 
accrued on its steamers; and surely the utter confusion 
of the estimates, which calculated the cost of Government 
House at precisely one-half of its real cost—£20,000 
for £40,000—can hardly justify the supposition that the 
architects and coutractors hitherto employed should be re- 
engaged on a work so important as the railway? The truth 
is—and it is better that the Straits Government should 
recognise it now than leave it to be forced on its attention 














hereafter—that there is a shrewd suspicion abroad that the | 


present step is only an excuse to “make work” for per- 
sons whose work the public have often expressed dis- 
satisfaction with. Is the Government, which has neglected 
to provide anything of the kind for so many years, and 
which is gravely suspected of not having laid out the 
public money to the best advantage in other works, to step 
in, profit by the experience and enterpriee of the mercantile 
community, wrest an undoubtedly useful work from their 
hands, and raise the money required—not by private sub- 
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scription, where shareholders can look after their own in - 
terests, but by the taxation of the whole settlement, the dis- 
posal of whose funds can never be fully investigated—for 
the purpose of furnishing employment for a few favoured in. 
dividuals whose work has hitherto been as unsatisfactory as 
its cost has been extravagant? The bare idea of such a pro- 
position as the one before us, coming from such a Govern- 
ment as that of the Straits, is preposterous ; and if our 
friends in Singapore allow themselves to be coerced or misled 
into it they will have only themselves to blame for the in- 


creased drain on the public purse, which will certainly - 


“ loom in the future ” as soon as a Government contract is 
signed for the new line. Private enterprise created the 
necessity for it, private enterprise has funds and plans 
ready to construct it, and private enterprise ought not to 
submit to be dictated to by a Government which has utterly 
failed to “set its house in order.” 


THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 

TuE article on this subject which we extract from Afac- 
millan will commend itself to our subscribers by the truth 
of its views and the force of their expression. Fact after 
fact is brought before us with startling rapidity, until the 
reader sees at a glance not only the present situation, but 
the causes that have led to it and the right way to cut the 
Gordian knot of difficulty in China. By a war which cost 
six millions sterling certain Treaty rights were obtained ; 
among these was the right of audience with the Chinese 
Emperor; this dear-bought right Lord Russe.i directed our 
Minister to waive ten years ago—and the consequence 
has been that our relations with China have been grow- 
ing more and more unsettled ever since. The only way 
to restore them is to insist on the revision of the Treaty 
which has lately expired It is well known that he ig 
not, and has not been for a few years, a minor; but, if we 
are to wait till his majority is acknowledged by the Jiteratz, 
there is every reasou to fear that the treaties will have be- 
come mere waste-paper, and that it will be impossible to 
restore them without, at least, the threat of war. 
Prompt and decisive action in the revision of the 
Treaties, is, our contemporary thinks, the only way to 
avoidsuch a calamity. We heartily agree with him, and 
feel that he has rendered a public service by bringing a sub- 
ject so important, but one in which so many may not have 
felt an interest previously, before bis readers. Mr. Wapz, 
in his recent despatch, confirms the experiences of his pre- 
decessors as to the unreasonable and almost undisguised 
spirit of procrastination displayed by all the members of the 
Chinese Government, including those who have long endea- 
voured to take credit for liberality and friendliness to 
foreigners. This being the case, it is evident that the 
longer the settlement is deferred the less becomes the 
chance of any settlement at all being arrived at without 
force of arms. What outrages the populace may be incited 
to beforehand it: is easy to surmise, and with common 
firmness we believe it easy to avert. If Lord GRranviLLe ne- 
glects the oppurtunity so clearly explained by his own Minister 
as becoming less and less available the longer it is put off, 
the country will certainly not hold him guiltless of the 
sacrifice of life which another war would cause. 


ANOTHER REMARKABLE INSURANCE CASE. 

ExTreMES meet. Last week, when commenting on the 
Blackadder insurance case, we felt it our duty to express a 
decided opinion on the disposition of underwriters to dispute 
losses for which they could not, morally or legally, avoid 
holding themselves liable. This week we have to record an- 
other insurance case which bears in a diametrically opposite 
direction. The action Morrison v. the Universal Marine 
Insurance Company—reported in another column—was, no 
doubt, very justly decided in favour of the defendants ; but 
we think our readers will agree with us that it ought never 
to have been brought at all ; and that, as it was brought, the 


verdict should not have been unaccompanied with some se- 
. . Cc 
vere expression of censure from the jury. For the honor 


of commerce generally, and for the protection of the vast 
and special interests involved in cases like these two, it would 
be well that a moral as well aa legal force should be given 
to verdicts, by way of “ rider,” so that frivolous and vexatious 
proceedings— whether on one side or the other, whether 
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arising from unjustifiable greed on the part of plaintiff or 


defendant—should not only fail, but that their failure 
should bring with it something more than merely money 
loss. Such cages give rise to apprehension that in both con- 
tracting parties in Marine Insurance there is growing up 
a class who are disposed, cowte quid coute, either to avoid 
fair responsibility themselves or to fasten responsibility un- 
fairly on others, The evil effects of such a canker in the 
insurance world cannot be exaggerated. Associations for 
securing individuals from the ruinous consequences of acci- 
dents beyond their own control now form a necessary part 
of our social institutions. It is of the first importance that 
the conditions of their risks should neither be misrepresented 


nor tampered with ; and the new and mighty influence of 


the telegraph now affords facilities by which unscrupulous 
persons will be continually tempted to aggrandise or recoup 
themselves at the expense of their neighbours. In both the 
cases before us, no doubt, the loss was accidental and un- 
avoidable, In the former the jury found that the claim 
should never have been resisted, in the latter that it should 


never have been preferred. We agree with the principles of 


both verdicts—no twelve men of business could have agreed 
on any other. 

But, leaving the broad questions of commercial morality 
involved in these cases to be settled—as they are sure to be 
settled—by the silent but irresistible influence they will exer- 
cise on marine insurance in future, we cannot fail to see that 
in this last action a great measure of progress has been gained, 
and a new stand-point established. It is one that will be 
equally acceptable to all right-minded and well-meaning men, 
whether insurers or insured, whether shipowners or under- 
writers. Mr. Justice BuackBurN, in endorsing the validity 
of the “slip”-as a deed of contract between parties, has set 
at rest a vexed question which has more than once been raised 
by obstinate or unscrupulous persons. The confusion that 
would have arisen if these small but most important pieces 
of paper had been held to be valueless would have re-acted 
to the injury of both merchant and underwriter; and we 
cannot regret the loss of time and money in pressing the 
case of Morrison v. the Universal to a second trial—es- 
pecially as the costs willl fall mainly on the plaintiff, and the 
information obtained will be of inestimable value to the 
Company—sceing that, for the future, it will form a prece- 
dent by which every class of the shipping interest cannot 
but be gainers. And we cannot close our remarks without 
expressing our opinion that the commercial world owe a 
great debt of obligation to the Directors and Officers of the 
Universal for their firmness in resisting this claim, which 
they have succeeded in getting disallowed alike by the ver- 
dict of the jury and the ruling of the judge. 


THE TRADE OF FRANCE AND THE FAR EAST. 

The Customs tables for 1870, just issued by the French Govern- 
ment, contain a return of the direct trade of France with China 
and the Far East, compared with the two preceding years. The im- 
ports were as follows :—Silkworms’ eggs, from China : 1870—arri- 
vals, 87,500 kilos. ; taken for consumption, 52,200 kilos. ; 1869— 
arrivals, 4,064 kilos. ; for consumption, 3,950 ; 1868—3,595 kilos., 
all taken for consumption. From Japan: 1870—none imported . 
1869, 88,853 kilos. and 67,389 kilos. ; 1868, 234,922 kilos. and 
189,934. Cocoons, from China, arrivals, 1870, 56,100 kilos. ; 1869, 
59,780 kilos. ; 1868, 42,979 kilos., all taken for consumption in the 
first two years; 42,909 kilos. in 1868. Raw silk: arrivals 
1870, 800,500 kilos. ; 1869, 681,122 kilos.; 1868, 1,012,976 
kilos.; taken for consumption in the three years 585,600, 
509,898, and 488,531 kilos. Tea: Arrivals, 1870, 287,070 
kilos. ; 1869, 238,996 kilos. ; 1868, 291,454 kilos. ; taken for con- 
sumption in the three years, 231,128, 151,660, and 173,929 kilos, 


These latter figures do not represent the entire consumption of 


tea in France, as in each year an almost equal quantity was im- 
ported indirectly, chiefly from England. Porcelain from China, 
1870, estimated value, f.145,833 ; 1869, f.136,819 ; 1868, £.82,799 ; 
from Japan, in the same years, f.4,907, £.13,696, and f.34,816. 
_ China Crape, 1870, 137 kilos. ; none in 1869; 76 kilos. in 1868. 
The direct lg consisted only of leathern goods to Japan; 
of which 1,869 kilos. were sent in 1870, 5,392 kilcs. in 1869, and 
5,018 kilos. in 1868. The exportations of silver were as under :—To 
China, in 1870, 29,030 hectogrammes in weight, in specie ; in 1869, 
22,660 hecs. in bullion and 173,050 in specie ; 1868, 32,860 hecs. 
in bullion and 64,650 in specie. To Coc! in China ; 60,000 hecs. 
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in 1870, 263,700 in 1869, and 84,730 in 1868. The hectogramme 
is equal to 3 1-5th oz. troy. 
The only article of importation from Cochin China in sufficient 
here to be specified 1s rice, of which 2,346 tons were brought 
irect to France in 1870, 7,176 in 1869, and 3,568 in 1868, The 
other articles from that country are comprised in the general 
head “ other countries.” 


The Journal du Havre says :— 


“The attention of the Government appears to be at this 
moment directed to the colonies, the riches of which, hitherto 
neglected, may be made to relieve the charges of the Budget in 
a considerable proportion. The Minister of Marine and the 
Colonies has with this view given orders fora greater extension 
to be given to the cultivation of rice in Cochin China, which has 
not received sufficient attention for some time past. The com- 
mercial relations between China and Cochin China are also likely 
to be shortly increased. Lieutenant Rouchoux, one of the most 
distinguished officers in the navy, has been sent on a mission, 
with leave of absence for three years, to organise a service of 
steamers and transports to touch at the different ports of the two 
countries.” 


The Journal Officiel also publishes s note on the same subject. 
It says :— 

“The transport service by Government vessels between France 
and the different colonies having been defective during the last 
few years, the Minister of Marine, preoccupied with that situa- 
tion, and desirous of introducing all possible improvements in an 
organisation on which the health and comfort of persons depends, 
has recently adopted different measures, the effect of which will be 
to modify completely the situation of passengers on board Govern- 
ment vessels. A regular service is now established at fixed 
dates every two months between Toulon and Cochin China. 
Three large transport vessels are being fitted up for that purpose 
ina uniform manner, which will completely transform the hy- 
gienic state of the passengers on board, and especially of the sick 
and convalescent returning from Saigon to France. As a comple- 
ment to those measures, it must be mentioned that those same 
transport vessels will in future carry only 600 passengers to 
Cochin China instead of 800 or 900 as formerly. Strict orders 
have been given in that sense, and there will be no longer any 
grounds for complaints of over-crowding as formerly, so prejudicial 
to the health of the troops and seamen on board.” 


THE SILK TRADE. 

An important meeting of the Silk Committee of the Maccles- 
field Chamber of Commerce has been held, the Mayor in the 
chair. Mr. Brocklehurst, referring to Mr. Consul Robert- 
son’s recent report, said there was nothing so desirable for this 
country as that our consuls in different parts should send home 
all the information in their power with reference to the pro- 
duce of the raw materials with which this country is supplicd. Mr 
E, Clarke contended that the hasty and inattentive reeling had 
been brought about chiefly by the Kuropean buyers taking any- 
thing and everything which had been brought to the market. 
Mr. Bullock drew attention to a matter which deserved more in- 
terest than had been taken in it. It had reference specially and 
entirely to the silk which was bought and received and uscd in 
this and other towns with which he was connected. It was well 
known that the trade was subject occasionally to heavy loss from 
cut and damaged silk being found in bales that were sold and 
bought as sound and perfect silk, and his object was, if possible, 
to get compensation for this secret cut silk, and so put an end 
to the dishonest practice of packing such in bales and represent. 
ing them to be sound. ‘These cut slips, as was well known, 
could not by any possibility be seen until the bundles of silk 
were opened. The books or bundles might appear all right until 
they were opened, and then came these concealed slips of nearly 
worthless material, for which at present the purchaser could get 
no compensation because there was no evidence that it came out 
of acertain bale. A similar state of things formerly existed in 
the cotton trade, but the manufacturers determined to put a stop 
to it, and by taking united action upon the question they brought 
into operation a system to the following effect :—That if any - 
maged article is found inside a packed bale of cotton the man who 
takes it out gocs before a magistrate, makes an affidavit of the 
fact, and the owner is thereby cnabled to obtain compensation for 
thé damaged material so found. Now he (Mr. Bullock) coutended 
that there ought to be a similar law with reference to silk. (Hear, 
hear.) There was a good opportunity now of pressing the matter, 
if the Silk Committee concurred with him in the opinion that it 
was a proper subject for agitation. Mr. Brocklehurst, Mr. Cornes, 
and Mr. John Smale expressed their concurrence with the object 
Mr. Bullock had in view, and expressed their opinion that, by 
united action, it could be attained. 





WE understand that the Foreign-office has intimated to 
the Chairman of the Straits Settlements Association, that 
the Treaty lately made with the Dutch Government in 
regard to Sumatra, will be ratified to-morrow. 
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THE AUDIENCE QUESTION. 
(MACMILLAN’S MAGAZINE.) 

Were the unsatisfactory position of what is called the Audience ques- 
tion recognised as an efficient cause of all our unbroken failure, some 
effort might possibly be made to adjust the matter. The position of 
that question appears to be this. Acting on their assumption of uni- 
versal sovereignty, the Chinese authorities refuse to receive the foreign 
ministers as the representatives of independent States; and the latter 
are denied access to the Emperor, except on the impossible condition of 
their prostrating themselves in token of vassalage. The result is, that 
the foreign ministers are without power or influence, and greatly com- 
promise the dignity of their countries by their residence in Peking under 
the irksome restraints that are put upon them. The negotiators of the 
British Treaties intended to guard carefully against this state of affairs, 
for they saw very clearly what Mr. Wade so well expressed, that the 
foreign minister who should take up his residence in Peking and “ not 
ineist on an audience, would not practically gain access to Peking for 
any diplomatic purpose.” The whole history of our legation is a com- 
mentary on that text. We have not got to Peking for any diplomatic 
purpose, and therefore might as well have had our Embassy at Tim- 
buctoo. 

While we are pharisaically pluming ourselves on our humility in pro- 
moting China to equality of rank with ourselves, she is in reality spurn- 
ing us from her footstool. It is China that refuses to acknowledge not 
only the ‘‘ comity ” of nations, but the existence of any nation save one. 
It is the Emperor who, as Heaven's Vicegerent, wields the sovercignty 
of the whole world, and commands the obedience of all the petty chiefs, 
such as the Queen of Great Britain und the Emperor of Germany. 

As this Audience question is really the pivot of our relations with the 
Chinese Government, and will be the rallying-point in the unfortunate 
event of our again getting into difficulties with Chiua, it is worth while 
to discover, if possible, what weighty considerations have induced our 
representatives to waive their right in the face of the disastrous experi- 
ence of Lord Elgin. It will be observed that Article III. of the Treaty 
of Tientsin rather takes for granted than expressly stipulates for the 
right of audience ; but its meaning is rendered unmistakable by the 
interpretation put upon the cliuse by Mr. Bruce, himself having been 
mainly responsible for the wording of the Treaty. In a despatch to 
the Chinese Commissioners, dated Shanghai, June 8, 1859, he informs 
them that he is resolved to proceed forthwith to Peking, there to ex- 
change the ratifications of the Treaty, “und to deliver in person the 
letter committed to my charge by my gracious Sovereign to his Impe- 
rial Majesty.” And the supreme practical significance of this right was 
fully recognised by Mr. Bruce, as appears from his despatch to Lord 
Malmesbury, dated July 13, 1859, in which he says :— 


** According to it (the Treaty of Tientsin) the British Minister is to 
be accredited as a representative of an independent cqual Power, and 
the Chincse Government in its treatment of him is called upon finally 
to abandon the assumption of superiority which it asserted uncompro- 
misingly during Lord Amlierst’s Embassy, and so lately as three years 
ayo, when Count Putiatine first proposed to visit Peking.” 


And similarly Mr. Wade, at that time Chinese Secretary to the Lega- 
tion, and now Minister at Peking, observed :— 


“Tt is only by insuring the attention which must be yielded when 
the question of equality is no Jonger in dispute, that we can hope for a 
penceable settlement of misunderstanding with a people whose bigotry, 
arrogance, and insincerity are kept in check only by their fears,” 


This privilego, then, of personal reception by the Emperor of China, 
implying the equality of Great Britain, which had been virtually sur- 
rendered by Lord Elgin in 1858, was recovered at the cost of a war in 
1860 ; and by the Convention signed at Peking, on October 24 of that 
year, it was provided that— 

“The arrangement entered into at Shanghai between Lord Elgin and 
the Commissioners K weiliang and Hwashana is at an end, and that the 
Queen of England resumes the unqualified exercise of the authority ac- 
cruing to Her Mujesty under Article IIT. of tho Treaty of Tientsin.” 


But if so practised and hard-headed a statesman as Lord Elgin sue- 
cumbed, even once, to the cajoliry of the Chinese, it was hardly to be 
expected that thos: who caine after him should be able to withstand 
their insidious attacks, By what means our representatives in China 
have been persuaded to connive at the loss of our dear-bought privileges 
is asecret chapter of the history. From what has been written and 
published we should infer that, Stnensiores ipais Sinensibus, they found 
excuses for the non-fulfilment of the Treaty which the Chinese them- 
selves did not deign to pnt forward. A despatch written by Lord Rus- 
sell, on the 9rh January, 1861, formally authorising the ambassador to 
waive his right of audience, has rendered nugatory our whole diplomatic 
intercourse for the last ten years. But the representations from China 
must have been of a very emphatic character to have induced the Ko- 
reign Secretary thus to sign away the fruit of a war which had just 
been concluded at a cost of six millions of money. — Lt is unfortunately 
always easier to forego than to maintain rights, an! cireumstances in 
this case were cininently favourable to the lacssez-fuire policy. Theold 
Emperor had fled to Ye ho, where he died in 1861; his successor was 
then, and is still, a minor. It is not clear whether the Chinese ministers 
urged this as an apulogy for their non-fulfilment of treaty: perhaps 
they found no excuse uccessury, since foreigners themselves were only 
too officions in discovering seasons why it would be injurious to China 
to make a public ackuowleiigment of the equality of barbaro:s king- 
dom-.  Butthe minority of the Emperor has been so industriously put 
forward by the parliainentary mouth-pieces of our own Foreisn Office 
as an argument against the assertion of our true position in China, that 
we cannot wonder if the Chinese Government mike the most of the 
ready-made pretext, and prolong, as they are reported to be doing, the 
minority of their sovercicn far beyond its natural term. The doctrine 
that the minority of the soverciyn releases the nation from its engage- 
ments would hardly be a convenient one for general acceptance ; but, 














as applied to China, the doctrine adapts itself but too easily to the | 
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natural negligence with which affairs are treated when removed to so 
safe a distance from public supervision. It is true, nevertheless, that a 
day of reckoning is coming, and it will be found that delay in grappling 
with the Audience question has not rendered its pacific solution the more 
eusy. In fact, had our representatives in China and our Forcign Office 
at home conspired to sow the seeds of another war with China, they 
could not have proceeded by a surer method than by encouraging the 
Chinese authorities in the belief that their treaty obligations may be 
disregarded with impunity. 

Would we, then, have had our representatives to cut their way into 
the presence chamber and present their letters to the Empress Regent 
or the young Empzror at the point of the bayonet? Before it becomes 
necessary to discuss snch an awkward question, peaceable means must 
first have been tried without effect. So far as the official correspond- 
ence can enlighten us on this subject, there is no evidence of any serious 
effort ever having been made to obtain an audience of either Emperor 
or Regent. Expressions of impatience occasionally escape the Ministers, 
as when Mr. Wade reproached Prince Kung with not having “ ventured 
boldly to declare to the Empire that foreign Powers are the equals of 
China, and that the Treaties are engagements with Sovereigns the equals 
of the Emperor; that foreign Ministers are spoken of as if they were 
not only the subjects of the Emperor of China, but the subordinates of 
the Chinese Minister addressing his Majesty.” But by a tacit under- 
standing no answer is expected to such communications, which, there- 
fore, fail of result. 

An admirable opportunity was thrown jn our way three years ago of 
marking our sense of the treatment of the Queen’s representative by 
the Chinese Government, supposing, that is, that our own Government 
do not feel aggrieved by that treatment, which seems somewhat doubt- 
ful. A Mission was despatched from China to foreign countrics, headed 
by an American gentleman, with two Chinese officials as “ co-envoys.’ 
At the best this travelling embassy was only calculated to supersede and 
stultify the functions of our own Minister at Peking, and we therefore 
could have lost nothing by holding aloof from it. The suspicion of 
falsified ercdentials and other irregularities frou. which the character of 
the mission has enly been ambiguously cleired, might have affurded 
additional reasons for caution in dealing with so singular an embassage. 
To admit under any circumstances Mr. Burlingame and his ‘co-envoys” 
to an audience of the Queen while !ler Majesty’s representative was being 
treated with contumely at Peking, was clearly to condone the latter 
offence, and to throw away a means almost providentially provided of 
protesting with effect against a national indignity. What Lord Claren- 
don ought to have done was surely this—to refuse to receive the Bur- 
lingame mission until Sir Rutherford Aleock had been received in a 
satisfactory manner at Peking. The Chinese envoys and those who 
sent them would of course have sacrificed the success of their mission 
rather than have bought it at such a price; but, nevertheless, such a 
decided stand made by us would have produced a most wholesome etfect 
on the Chinese authorities, and at Icast paved the way to a settlement 
of the Audience question, On the 23rd November last another Chinese 
Embassy was reported to have been received by the French Government, 
also without any conditions asto reciprocity having been exacted, whence 
it appears that the statesmen of France are no more intelligently alive 
to their true position in the Far East than Lord Granville or Mr. Ham- 
mond.

Foreign Intelligence.

GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameo, Dec. 27. 

By decree of the German Parliament the triennial census of the 
whole Empire was taken on the Ist inat., but there has not been time 
yet to furnish the results. The returns for Hamburg have however been 
made up, and shov a satisfactory increase. Three years ago the popu- 
lation of the Hamburg State was 306,507; this number has in the 
meanwhile increased by 31,438, and now amounts to 337,940, being an 
augmentation of 10} pir cent., which would have been considerably 
greater bu: for the lusscs occasioned by the late war and the cpidemy of 
the small-pox, which has been very destructive to human life here this 
year, the number of deaths reported in the civil Registers being 3,200 
more than last year. Of the whole population 235,365 are living in the 
city and its suburb, 60,053 in the nearer rural district, 33,263 in the 
more distant parts, 2,758 were living on boar ships in harbour on the 
daywhen the census was taken, and 1,501 persons belonged to the gar- 
rison. 

Mothing further has been settled respecting the fate of the Hamburg 
Bank Valuta; the Chamber of Commerce has made another attempt 
to save it hy drawing up a second masterly inemorial, but as yet no re- 
ply has been returned by the Senate. In the meantime the coining of 
the new gold ioney has already commenced at Berlin, and some of the 
other Mints mentioned in any last. It is uow officially reported that 
they are able to strike off 2,220,009 pieces per month, of whieh 
1,650,000 are the produce of the three Prassian Mints—Berlin, Han- 
over, aud Frankfort —200,00) in Bavaria, 180,0U0 in Saxony, 100,000 
in Wartemberg, 50,000 in Baden, and 49,900 in Hessen, But still it 
will take three or four months to coin the 100,000 lbs. of gold provided 
for the first requirements, which will go but a very short way to replace 
the silver currency now in circulation, and a very large additional 
quantity of gold will be wanted, 

The German Bank at Berlin has doubled its capital by an issue of 
new shares, and is taking steps to establish branches at Shanghai and 
Yokohama, with a view to extending its tield of operations by obtaining 
the banking bu-iness of China ant Japan, 

Some time ago T informed your realers that hy joint agreement of 
the Senate and Burgerschaft the Honorary Freedom of this city bad 
been voted to Prince Bismark and Field Marshal Count von Moltke, 
The diplomas have now been made out, and in an artistic point of view 
leave nothing to be desired. They have been_for a few days on showat 
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the Gallery of Arts, and are to be forwarded to Berlin to-morrow to be 
presented to the recipients on New Year's Day. 

Mr. P. B. Cuningham has been appointed Vice Consul for the King 
of Sweden and Norway at Canten under the Consulate General at 
Shanghai. 

COMMERCIAL. 


In eonsequence of the holidays business is generully very quiet, and 
there is but little to report to-day. A few hundred chests of tea have 
p-cen taken for consumption, and 406/8 chests of Congou, 300 of Im- 
peria), and 950/16 of Gunpowder have been sold for delivery on arrival. 

Cussia moves off slowly at 11 /, to 11} sch. beo., 
and Flores is firm at 16 to 164. Pepper ia decidedly cheaper and diffi-

HOLLAND.

RorrsrpaM, Dec. 27. 

The Christmas holidays have brought politics to a standstill. Not- 
withstanding that Christmas holds a Jess high place in our calendar 
than in those of England and Germany, the festival ix, nevertheless, made 
the occasion for family reunions, and but very few people find time for 
business, Our principal item of news comes from Berlin. Some days 
ago a pamphlet was handed to me, entitled ‘‘ The European-Asiatic 
Railway: Rotterdam and Tientsin,’’ edited by Dr. Meissel, of Berlin 
(Hermann Peters, publisher). The author finds many faults in the 
present railway system of Europe; the communication is far from 
direct, and much time is expended in the service of small stations, 
with which the general {interest has nothing to do, He thinks the time 
has now arrived to reorganise this system by the construction of lines 
of extreme length, which will bring very distant countries in close 
communication with each other. He goes on to say a good deal about 
the construction of railway carriages, grumbles much about the want of 
comfort we now find on Continental lines, and he finally brings forward 
his project for a railway between Rotterdam and Tientsin, thus placing 
Western Europe in direct communication with China and Japan. The 
author endeavours to make it clear that this enterprise would give large 
dividends, the principal guarantee for which he finds in the transport of 
merchandise. The principal stations on his proposed line are Jekate- 
rinburg (Ural), Moscow, Wilns, Berlin, and from thence in a northerly 
direction va Urinstorf to Rotterdam. With an addition of 5 per cent. 
for branch lines he reckons the distance to be as follows:—

To reach China from Jekaterinberg the route via Irkutz and Kiachta 
must be followed—a distance of 132 geographical miles. From Ki- 
achta the line would run via Urga, and Kurachoto to Peking. The 
Asiatic part of the line (from Jekaterinburg to Peking) would havo a 
length of 799 geographical miles, Jf no shorter communication can be 
found the distance between Rotterdam and Peking (Petchili-bay) will 
be 1,319 geographical miles, viz. :-—

The line would pass through the following principal towns : Emden, 
Wunstorf, Magdenburg, Berlin, Stettin, Bromberg, Russian frontiers, 
Wilna, Witebsk, Gshatsk, Moscow, Wladimir, Balachna, Jekaterinburg, 
Tara, Towsk, Krasnojarsk, Kansk, Birjusinsk, Nishne-Udinsk, Irkutsk, 
Kiachta, Urga, Karachoto and Peking. The author advocates Rotterdam 
ax the point de départ because there is a very complete communication 
between England and that town, as well as with France, Belyium, 
Western Germany, and America. The harbour of Tientsin, the other 
terminal point of the line, affords the best communication by water with 
the other China harbours and with Japan. Water and coals are to be 
found everywhere along the proposed railway in abundance. The entire 
cost is calculated at 1,080 millions of thalera, and the question remains 
whether this ovormous capital can be raised. But it is not my province 
to speculate thereupon ; I have to relato facta, und I think the project 
one of much importance, 

The several chapters of the Budgets have already been under exami- 
nation in the sections of the First Chamber, which will resume business 
to-day. Some of the Ministers have already replied to tho report, and 
I find that Mr. Gericke, the Minister for Foreign Affairs, hus declared 
that he shares the regret uf some members at the termination of the 
Papal mission. ‘I'he whole population is anxious to know not only what 
the Lords will ultimately do about this question, but also respecting the 
action of the King with rezard to the addresses which have been for- 
warded to him, requesting the maintenance of this mission, signed by 
tens of thousands of Roman Catholics. The relations between the Ca- 
tholic and Protestant population become more complicated every day. 

, The majority of the sections are favourable to the Kill proposing the 

Torte“sion of our settlements on the West Coast of Africa to Enzland, and 

the stsnew Treaty about Sumatra is also approved of. It is not the least 
doubtfal but that both these measures will pas. 

Mr, Thorbecke is still very ill, and serions fears are entertained of a 
fatal result. His death would greatly complicate the political situation. 
His successor would have to steer the ship of State through dangerous 
breakers, the Liberal Government would have to fight for bare life, and 
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all must then depend upon the management and the tact of the new 
chief, whom nobody knows where to find. Nothing is settled about the 
successor to Mr. Engelvaart as Minster of War; Mr. Brock, the head 
of the Naval Department, has been charged ad interim with the port- 
folio. 

The commission appointed to investigate the cause of the fire on board 
the steamer Willem JJ]. has issued its report, in which it is stated that 
the fire most probably arose from spontaneous combustion of the cargo. 
I hear thet the Pring van Oranje sailed yesterday from Gibraltar. 

Business has como to a total standatill, as usual at this season.

Advices from Berlin state that the Russian Government no 
longer oppose the desire of the Egyptian Khedive to see the Suez 
Canal neutralised in war as wellas in peace. It is also believed 
that Mahmoud Pasha, the new Turkish Premier, though standing 
up for the sovereign rights of the Sultan over the canal, will be 
less exacting than his predecessor was in opposing onerous con- 
ditions upon the proprietors should the canal change hands. 


The transfer books of the Anglo-Mediterranean Telegraph Com- 
pany (Limited) are closed, preparatory to the payment of an in- 
terim dividend for the year ending the 30th September last. 


The P. and O. Steamer Peshawur, 3,782 tons, has arrived at 
Southampton from the Clyde. She is appointed to leave for 
Bombay direct, through the Suez Canal, on the 13th inst. 


The numbers are published of the bonds of the Suez Canal 
Company, drawn to be paid off at par and at premiums. Of the 
latter, one gains, when paid, f.150,000, one f.25,000, two £.5,009, 
and twenty f.2,000 each. 

The ordinary general meeting of the City Bank is convened for 
the 16th inst., to receive the report of the directors, and to declare 
a dividend. 

Messrs. G. and A. Worms will, this day, pay the coupon due 
on the Dutch-Indian State Railway Preference Loan, 

Owing to the’ Christmas holidays, the conf erences between the 
comwmittee of merchants and that of steamship owners, on the 
revision of the Bills of Lading, have been interrupted, but the 
matter will be probably concluded this week. 


There has been launched from the ship-yard of Messrs. J. and 
G. Thomson, at Govan, Clyde, a screw steamship of 2,000 tons and 
200-horse power, for Messrs. Thomas Skinner and Co.’s “ Castle” 
line of steamers, from London to the Straits and China, via Suez 
Canal. The Drummond Castle is the second of four first-class 
steamships building by Messrs. Thomson for the same line. 


Our Rotterdam correspondent’s letter contains a notice of a 
proposed railway from that place to Peking! What shall we say 
now for Dutch enterprise? Certain it is that if they did succeed 
in so vast an undertaking it would be well done. 


A circular now going the rounds of the Chambers of Commerce 
contains the proposition that the existing cables and Newfound- 
land land-lines should be purchased by the Governments of Great 
Britain and the United States, with a view to the reduction of the 
rate to one shilling a word at first, and afterwards to a less sum. 
The total cost of these lines is estimated at about £5,000,000, which 
might, the projectors believe—be obtained on the joint guarantee 
of the English and the United States Governments by granting 
annuities of five per cent. for thirty years. We doubt if the English 


public is yet prepared for the adoption of such an advanced 
scheme. 


The market for Bar Silver has been very quiet, and there has 
been but little demand for the East ; prices have, therefore, again 
declined, and the nearest we can quote is 604d. per oz. standard. 
The Sim/a has taken £244 270 in Mexican Dollars to China and 
the Straits, and has thus cleired the market of the large amount 
lately received. Prices are not quite so firm, but there is no 
quoted alteration. 

The Realm Marine Insurance Company have appointed as their 
underwriter Mr. A. T. Burrows, who has been for many years 
deputy underwriter at the Thames and Mersey Marine Insurance 
Company in London.

CASUALTIES. 

The Payche, of London, lying in Penarth Dock, coal laden, for 
Shanghai, has the whole of her after part destroyed, having caught 
fire Dec. 22, when she was scuttled. 

Part of the cargo of the Australie, Lucas, from Batavia to Amater- 
dam, which vessel was towed into Nieuwe Diep in a sinking state, 
and put aground, had been landed in tolerably good order, and sent 
on to Amsterdam by lighters, but the remainder is too much damaged 
to be forwarded. 

The Erasmus, Hulshoff, which sailed from Sunderland Dec. 18 for 
Java, and put into Yarmouth roads, after being ashore at Cromer, had 
received damage, and would be towed round to London to have the 
same repaired. 

The Sir Harry Parkes (ship), Chapman, which arrived at New York 
12 Dec., from Hong Kong, reported having experienced strong S.W. 
gales in the China from Aug. 2 to 14, during which she had some 
sails split, and carried away foretopsail yard ; she had also lost main- 
topsail yard when off the Cape of Good Hope. 

A further survey had been held on the Matador, Kimnie, from Ilo 
Ilo to London, which vessel put into St. Helena, Nov. 5, leaky, when 
it was again recommended that she should discharge more of her 
cargo, in order to find out the leak ; from 500 to 600 tons had already 
been landed. 

A telegram received from Singapore, dated Dec. 26, states as fol- 
lows :—‘ The Rollo, Way, from Hong Kong to London, which put in 
here dismasted, requires docking, new masts, rigging, &c.; some of 
planks are chafed ; she will probably discharge entirely.” 

Although there is no statement of all the goods saved and landed 
from the Saida‘(str.), from London to Konigsberg, wrecked near 
Ronne, a quantity of the cargo bas been saved, viz., up to the 17th 
Dec. there had been landed at Vang, 4,200 chests of tea undamaged, 
and about 1,000 chests of tea damaged. On the 17th tea and other 
goods were being got out rapidly in a damaged state; but on the 18th 
and 19th nothing could be done in consequence of unfavourable 
weather. In the opinion of experts the vessel may possibly yet be 
saved, provided the stormy weather of the last two days causes no 
impediment. A salvage steamer has since landed at Ronne 311 cheats 
tea, in a damaged condition.
